Ore is added to city water or well water and the water is left for several hrs,. The ore used is pref. quartz 
diorite. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The mineral water is used in the food industry where a great quantity of water is 
needed, or as water for preservation. When used to water vegetables, they grow more rapidly than when 
city water is given. 

In an example, the ore was washed with water, dried in the sun and boiled for over 30 mins.. It was 
added to city water or well water in an amt. of over lOg per 11 of the water and the water was left for 
several hrs.. Every day, water was supplied in an amt. used during the day. The ore could be used 
continuously for 3 months by boiling it for 10 mins. a month. When 30g of the ore was added 11 of 
water and the water was left for 48 hrs., cones, of Na, K, Ca and Fe in the water were respectively 4.27, 
12.30, 3.35 and 5.90 mg/1 and pH of the water was 7.5. 
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
